H 01 iginaied in the recent nliemnl of the 
Irollcy company 'o construct its road be- 
nenlli the bridge of the railroad company, 
on the t'nl-iilf mud, near Langnorne. It 
will be remembered ihut the effnrl ende.l in 
a regular row, which was followed by sev- 
eral uncsls. 
The Pennsylvania Company 


asked for an injunction lo restrain llie New- 
town Company from making fuither attempts 
(o puss undiT the bridge. 


'ihc trolley people onnie into court pie- 
nred to show that Ihe break iu Ihe road 


,K a serious inconvenience lo Ihe whole 


oimnuuity, and that nboul 4,000 patrons of 
e road sufl'eied fioni il each month, taking 
e nveiage passenger tiaflic. 
They also at- 


iMiipted to thow thai Ihe trolley w uld pass 
ver a public road and would not in any 
manner encroach upon Ihe embankments or 


icks of the plaintiff company or damage 
leir property in the slightest degree. This 
iSlimony was thrown out as entirely irrele- 
aut, and for a lime it looked as though the 
•olley company had no standing in court, 
s Ihc plaintifl company contended that it 
wtied the land in fee simple and was iu the 
otrition of a private owner, and that the law 
id not give trolley companies the right of 
miiiciit domain, but compelled them to gain 
:ie consent of property holders of the land 
ver which Ihey sought to pass, and that 
iieieforc 
notwithstanding all the circum- 


lanoes ot' (he ciise and Ihe mailer of public 
ecessity, the plaintiff was entitled, consid- 
led from the standpoint of the law, to pro- 
ecliou of Ihe character prayed for. The 
Jourt suggested at one point that the argu- 
iinl of defendant's counsel would have been 
good plea to present to the Legislature Ihat 
xcd the rights of trolley companies, but that 
he Court could only consider the law in the 
use, 


A different light was thrown upon the case, 


iiiwever, by the argument of counsel lor the 
rolley company, at leusl so far as the equity 
of the pioceediug was concerned. It was 
iverred that the courts, Supreme, Superior 
and Common Pleas, had never held that a rail- 
road could aibitrarily stop the crossing of its 
'cad by another railway because of meie 
iwnership of land, but that on the contrary 
he law expressly provides that this may be 
lone. 
A great number of cases were cited to 


sustain this position, but counsel for Ihe 
ilainliff averred Ihai none ol them was pre- 
cisely similar, and therefore not applicable. 
Ihe mailer wus held under advisement by 
the court, and what Ihe final decision will be 
3 quile a conundrum. The case demon- 
strated one fact, and that is that there 'Ims 
ic'iii very bunglirg legislation so far as trol- 
ey ronds are concerned, and that the people, 
Jirough their chosen legislators, aie often 
compelled to submit logical iuvohveuieuce 
Ultl imposition.

It seems to be conceded that 
they are strong candidates, but it would not 
do to aver thai they are Ihe only candidates, 
for some of their competitors have a very 
strong following.

Stale convention is scarcely talked about, 
yet it was predicted Hint there would be a 
great row over the selection of delegates. 
The Democrats, on Ihe other hand, are en- 
deavoring (5 persuade themselves that they 
me a united parly wilh a fair chance of vic- 
lory in sight. The rank and file of the 
paily refuse lo enthuse, however. At leasl 
that is llie siluaiion al Ihe county scat.

TAKING THE CENSUS. 


The names of the census supervisors for 


Ihe nineteen districts of Pennsylvania 
have 


been recommended by Senator Penrose to 
the President for appointment. Thesesuper- 
visors will lit etice commence lo familiarize 
themselves wilh their duties so that, when 
the actual counting of Ihe population begins 
in ,lune of next year there will be no hitch 
iu the proceedings. 


Taking the census has grown lo be an 


enormous undertaking aud the cost of gath- 
ering the statistics lias risen from a few 
thousand dollars inlo I he millions. 


The first census, that of 1790, cost less than 


$50,000. The second census cost $GG,000 and 
was included iu a volume of 78 pages. 
The 


census of 1880 required twenty-two volumes, 
and cost 55,802,000, while thecensns of 1890 
required forty -volumes, of more than 12,000 
pages in all, and cost $11,200,000. 
As the 


population of the country increases the 
scope of each succeeding census seemed to 
have been enlarged, but in 1900 an effort 
will be made to curtail tho subjects treated. 


The census of 1890 was greatly padded 


and much lime was devoted to gathering aud 
publishing data which is of but little im- 
portance, and the government printing office 
is even yet engaged in issuing publications 
containing matter pertaining to the census 
of nine years ago. 


The bill authorizing the taking of the cen- 


sus provides for one director, 300 super- 
visors, and one enumerator for evety 4,000 
inhabitants. 
The director and the super- 


visors are appointed by the President. The 
director, though under the immediate dir^c- 
tion of Ihe Secretary of the Interior, is the 
head of a census office created for the time 
necessary for Ihe work. 
His salary, ac- 


cording to the twelfth census bill, is only 
$5,000 per annum. 
The salary of the 1890 


director was $6,000. 
Why the new bill gives 


the 3900 director a smaller salary for more 
wovk is not known. 


The supervisors are apporlioued among 


the various States ami Territories, and take 
their orders from the director. 
Each super- 


visor controls a district. He separates his 
district into subdivisions, or blocks of 4,000 
persons each, and appoints an enumerator 
for each subdivision. 
With Hawaii, Porto 


Kioo and Hie Philippines included in the 
1'JOO census, 40,000 enumerators will be 
needed. 
E.ich enumerator 
is 
allowed 
a 


maximum of $6 ft day. This will mean 
about $240,000 a day for thirty days, or a 
cost of perhaps $7,000,000 just for men who 
count the people aud apply the inquisitorial 
process. 
The bill provides for everybody 


in the census office, from the director to the 
charwoman. 
There is au assistant director 


at $4,000 ; five chief statisticians, at ¥3,000 
each ; one chief clerk, at $2,500 ; one stenog- 
rapher, at J.2,500; forty-five clerks, aver- 
aging $1,200 each ; an indefinite number of 
clerks, at $720 each ; a captain of the watch, 
at $840 ; two messengers at $600 ench ; a 
disbursing clerk, at §1,000, and a number 
of helpers classed as skilled laborers and 
unskilled laborers, the first at $400 aud the 
hitler at $240 each. 


POLITICIANS NEED NOT APPLY. 


President JlcKiiiley's specific order Ihat 


none but men who have had aclual war train- 
ing shall be appointed officers of the new 
volunteer regiments is deserving of the high- 
est commendation. 


The President Inn undoubtedly profiled by 


the experiences of the war wilh Spain. Dur- 
ing Ihat conflict the only scandal tlmt arose 
issued from tho War Secretary's office. Coin- 
missions were dispensed iu a manner so 
reckless and with such an utter disregard 
for Ihe benefit of Ihe service that the result 
was that brave and willing soldiers were of- 
ficered by a lot of incompetent commanders 
whose only recommendation for their impor- 
tant positions was "political pull." 
Secre- 


tary Algcr turned his oBice into a huge pat- 
ronage dispensary and thousands of Ameri- 
can soldiers died in fever stricken camps, 
because those whose duties were (o gimrd 
against such chtastrophies proved incom- 
petent and lacked the knowledge and train- 
ing which their positions required. 


Lieutenants, captains, majors and colonels 


in the regular army, who had been educated 
for will-fare,and who by long years of service 
were eminently qualified for promotion, had 
to submit to humiliating orders from the 
War Secretary which placed Senators' and 
Congressmen's sons above them in command 
and authority. 


When it was lately decided to raise an ad- 


ditional army of 35,000 volunteers lo fight 
the Filipinos, President McKiuley decided 
rightly that there would be no repetition of 
the former disgraceful scenes. 
He called to 


his counsel certain members of his cabinet 
and others who had seen service in Cuba and 
the Philippines aud formulated a plan of 
campaign. 
It was quickly determined (o 


have none but true soldiers iu command. 
Secretary Alger was not consulted. 
The war 


in the Philippines is to be pushed with an 
utter disregard for polities, therefore the 
War Secretary's counsel would be of little

JHOUJUIED AS I»KAI)—ONCE CAME HOME SIX 


MONTHS AFTEK HE WAS SUPPOSED TO HE DEAD.

former Brislol boy, was held at the residence 
of John Wilkinson last Friday, and the re- 
mains buried in llie Woodhead-Wilkinson 
family lot in the Bristol Cemetery.

The Men'* FflftlilonN Are Queer, but 


1lie "Women M <llle*'l*t'r, 


The sixnt featuie of Marken is the 


costumes of the people.

girls when they take- service away from 
home in 
I he neighboring cities of. 
the 


Xuyder '/A »• still temiciously cling fast tu 
their nati\e costume in all its oddity. 


The men of Marken wear full blacl; 


•n-oolen knee breeches with black woolen 
stockings, and at home wooden shoes. 
Above lhc.\ have on a wide blouse fasten- 
ed at the neck with ft pair of gold but- 
tons, and underneath this n red Haunel 
shirt, which shows at the waist. 


The women outdo them. They wear, 


one and a l l , a black bodice, over which is 
a stomacher, or "labbetje," in the ver- 
nacular, of bright figured chintz, often of 
large and pronounced pattern. 
Their 


black woolen skirts are short and 
full 


and show at the botton the edge of n red 
flannel petticoat. 
Their stockings are 


black, nud their .shoes, nt least out of 
doors, are the wooden klomncn, thnt the 
Dutch name so expressively describes. 


The headdress, as everywhere in Hol- 


land, is tlio most distinctive pait of the 
whole. 
It consists of a high, cylinder 


shaped c«|> of colored linen, covered in 
its turn wiih a muslin cap, with an edge 
and insertion of lace, all most carefully 
and elaboi itely made. From under the 
edge of 
the 
cap projects, 
stiff 
and 


straight, a long hang of blond hair, and 
from each suit over the ears hangs down 
a thick cuii 'o the waist. These curls are 
the particular feature of Marken. Old 
and young wear them, thiongh all the 
varying d<grces of luxuriant":! of growth, 
from the \ oung girl, who assumes this 
whole costume when she arrives at n 
'.Marriageable age, through the plentiful 
abundance of young womanhood, to the 
stringiness and ultimate paucity of age. 


The Maikcii children it is utterly im-
